O Supv. GEORGE BENJAMIN, Div. VI , was telephonlcally contacted 
at 8:40 PM and aavised that the roll of 8 u f 11k furnished to 
• the Bu for reproduction on 11/22/63, Bust be returned to Dallas 
tonight. He was advised that Secret Service had furnished this 
f 11k and Bust have It tomorrow morning for a a how-up. 

Hr. BENJAMIN advised that he is not thoroughly familiar with it;* 
however, he feels that due to the type of film it was necessary that 
it be produced commercially and be does not know If all action 
has been taken. 

Be was requested to advise us telephonlcally what action had 
been taken ao that further ateps to return film could be put 
into effect. 

At approximately 9:35 PM, Mr. BENJAMIN advised the film will 
be sent via American Airlines Flight 691, leaving Washington 
at 2:50 AM, 11/26/63, due to arrive at Dallas, 5:45 AM. An Agent 
should contact the Captain. 

Mr. BENJAMIN later advised the film would be sent wla Branlff 
Airlines Instead of American and would arrive in Dallas, 3:21 AM.

Mrs. MART LEX WILLIAMS advised when shown a photograph 
of the Texas State Book Depository taken by a reporter froa the - 
Dallas Morning Mens on 11/22/63, that the individual observed * 
standing in a window on the third floor with the blin ds partially 
raised adjacent to Room 301 was her supervisor, Mr. STEPHEN WILSGB, 
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On 11/24/63, LAWRENCE FORD, 303 V. Prertiood, Garland,' 
Texas, advised he is eaployed by 1TAA-T? and Radio Station la 
Dallas and had been standing near the corner of Rim and Houston 
Streets and after the President had been shot, immediately ram 
into the Texas School Book Depository to make s telephone call to 
his place of employment and was not employed in that building, 
hovever, vaa stopped by police officer as he attempted to leave 
building. FORD vas unable to furnish sny pertinent information 
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
